WASHINGTON, Oct. 11.—UP)— 
In Congress today 
the 
Senate 
fights over a Truman appointment 
and around the Capitol there are 
whirlpools of agitation over U. S. 
foreign policy , while the 
House 
speeded up action on its tax cut­ 
ting bill. 
Groups of law-m akers asserted 
themselves in 
the 
international 
scene—with regard to atomic en­ 
ergy , foreign loans and U. S. m ili­ 
tary goods piled up overseas. 
The Senate prepared to take up 
the case of Ray mond S. McKeough 
of Chicago. It has the right to vote 
yes or no on his appointment to 
the 
Maritime 
Commission 
by 
President Truman. 
The ’Senate commerce commit­ 
tee has voted against him, 10 to 7. 
Some members didn’t like his be­ 
ing an employ e of the CIO Politi­ 
cal Action Committee. This is the 
first big political fight over any ­ 
one named to office by Mr. T ru­ 
man. 
Several members of the House 
military committee made a deter­ 
mined effort to include foreign 
policy in the atomic energy bill 
which relates only to the control 
of atomic development inside the 
U. S. 
U. S . Gen erosity Cu rtailed 
As the committee argued over 
the bill in secret session, most Re­ 
publican members 
and a few 
Democrats were try ing to w rite 
into it that U. S. officials m ust go 
easy on any atomic dealings w ith 
other 
countries. 
The 
officials 
would be prohibited from giving 
atomic bomb knowledge to for­ 
eigners without approval of Con­ 
gress. 
On the question of loans, there 
is widespread congressional feel­ 
ing that America should win some 
concessions from Britain and Rus­ 
sia before lending them money . 
The House committee on post­ 
war economic policy made a pro­ 
posal of that sort y esterday . Con­ 
gressmen today expressed warm 
support for the idea.

BUENOS AIRES, Oct. 11.—(>P)— 
Gen. Eduardo Avalos, commander 
of the powerful Campo De May o 
garrison, took over the Argentine 
War M inistry today as the power 
behind the military government, 
but there were indications Col. 
Juan Peron, though divested of his 
cabinet status, remained a strong 
factor in the political situation. 
Only a few hours after the gov­ 
ernm ent had accepted Peron’s res­ 
ignation as vice 
president, 
w ar 
minister and m inister of labor and 
social welfare, 
he 
delivered a 
speech last night to an enthusiastic 
crowd in which he pledged the re ­ 
m ainder of his life “to the cause of 


the working man.” 
(Peron’s speech was interpreted 
in some Latin-Am erican quarters 
as inaugurating his campaign for 
designation as president in the gen 
eral elections which 
have 
been 
promised for April.) 
Avalos, leader 
of 
the actual 
fighting which put Peron in 
position of power in the 1943 rev­ 
olution, was designated as war 
minister last night. 
The first acts of the government 
under Avalos* domination includ­ 
ed the closing of a half-dozen 
newspapers, which apparently h ad 
rejoiced too freely wh en Peron 
stop p ed d own .

delay ed ripening of corn and left 
it vulnerable to frost damage. 
Drought conditions 
in 
August 
and early September apparently

WALLACE DECURES 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 11—(>?>)— 
Secretary of Commerce 
Wallace 
said today this 
country 
might 
stock 
up 
many 
more 
atomic 
bombs 
than other 
nations and 
still be the most vulnerable of all. 
“This is essentially an offensive 
weapon,” he told senators on joint 
military -commerce subcommittees 
study ing the field of federal aid 
to research. 
Wallace explained that the Uni­ 
ted States might be loathe to use 
the bombs. 
Other nations might 
not, he said. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 11 — Mr. 
Truman 
promptly 
crushed 
the 
promotional 
campaign 
to 
give 
away the atom bomb. He sum­ 
moned a hasty night press confer­ 
ence to say the secret would not 
be shared. 
A few hours earlier 
an American scientist had given 
scare testimony to Congress which 
m eant Russia might get the secret 
‘in ten y ears” and then press a 
button and destroy every Ameri­ 
can man, woman and child (ap­ 
parently only up to the border, no 
Canadians or Mexicans.) 
Scien­ 
tists are presumed to know science, 
but are notoriously weak on other 
matters including politics, interna­ 
tional diplomacy and warfare.

0 0 0 . This figu re show's only the 
valu e 
of the physical 
property 
destro y ed by fire. 
‘The official 
fire statistics 
do 
not 
in accou nt the destru c­ 
tion of'the intangible assets w’hich 
cgnnot be i i w u hrtd 
in accu rate 
figu res. 
"Many time« factories bu m or 
fu ffer baavy loss by fire and of 
#ie Inclfh as that are destroyed 
aovnptefffer only abou t 40 per cent 
age aiear vettu ilt. 
This show's u s 
Ob*t H 
not only means the loss 
of fifce bu ikkng or factory bu t 
that It often happens du ring the 
w on t time of the year, resu lting 
in u nemployment for many fac­ 
tory workers.
